Hatewell in the latter End of his 2d Edition of his 
Apology for the Providence of God; where he deſcribes 
a Sefterce, as containing two Pound and an half of 
Braſs, as if the Aſes had never been changed from 
two and a half to four Aſes, and allo tells us that

Bor this Writer goes on to reconcile theſe Au- 
thors, by ſaying, that truly, that the Denarius 
was ſometimes the ſeventh Part, and ſometimes the 
cighth of an Ounce: But then I obſerve, that in 
all likelihood there happened a like Change in the 
Drachmæ; And that whilſt Athens continued in it's 
Grandure, they kept their Coin to it's ancient 
Weight; but after that the Romans became their 
Maſters, they leſſened the Weight of their Drachme 


to the Weight of the Roman Denarius; but it does 


not follow from this, that when an Hiſtorian ſpeaks 
of Matters done in Alexanders Time, and before 
him, thar an Interpreter may promiſcuous uſe the 
Denarius as equal to the Drachme, but he ought, 
as Biſhop Hooper has obſerved, to have two Tables 
accordingly ; and before the Time of the Empe- 
rors of Rome, uſe one Table and afterwards the o- 
ther; but if this will not be aſſented to, it is far 

better to uſe the greater Weight than the leſs; be- 


cauſe there are more Sums of Money mentioned, 


and greater Expences both in War and Peace, be- 
fore Rome became Miſtreſs of the World than af- 
terwards. This is offer d againſt by 
more than 7 Deniers in the Ounce, till after the 
Reign of Claudius Ceſar at the ſooneſt.

Denarius, was ſo called, or ſo reputed, as if it was 
in Value the 1000 Part of a Pound of Gold; which 


' he thus endeavours to Evidence. A Roman Pound 


as Budæus and Eronovius often tells us (tho' we can 
ſcarce believe them, Pliny having told us to the 
contray) was coined, even from the beginning, in- 
to eight Denarii in the Qunce; and conſequently 
into 96 Denarii, or as they would make it into a 
fall hundred; and then a Pound of Gold being 
worth ten of Silver, the hundred Part of ſuch a 
Silver Pound did exactly anſwer the thouſand Part 
of a Pound of Gold; and hence Trang the Word 
Milliarenſis, and continued fo, till Conftantine fra- 
med anew Coin, under the old Name, into it's room. 
H x lays it alſo as a Charge upon Conſtantine, that 
he was the firſt Diminiſher of the Aurei Romani, 
and from 40 ſuch Aurei in a. Soman Pound, advan- 
ced them compleatly to the Number of LXXII. 
But this is a groſs Miſtake, and Gronouius was led 
into it by his own Fancy, and ſome flight Argu- 
ments, without examining, as Mr. Greaves has done, 
that the Aurei were leſſened in Weight, and con- 
ſequently encreaſed in Number, ſome Years before 
Conſtantine had any being in the World; as may 
be diſcovered by the various Weights which Mr. 
Greaves has given us of them, and I from him have 
printed in the 163 Pag. K theſe Miſcellanies: But 
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to go on, Gronovius informs us, that an Aureus yas 


at firſt worth 100 Seſterces, or in other Words 25 


Denarii, which amounts according to my Recken. 


ing, to 16 Shillings and 8 Pence in our Engliſh 
Moncy, and he ſuppoſes the Aurei continued for a- 

bout 300 Vears of the ſame Weaght, and fame Va- 
© lne; which I think no way probable, tho“ Grono- 
dius ſeems to build his Argument upon that Principle. 
Thus much concerning the Roman Aureus; which 
whether changed or no in it's Weights, yet got a 
new Name gwen it by Alex. Severus, who began his 
Empire about the Year of Chriſt 222; and he being 
 defjrous to eaſe his Roman Subjects in their Tribute 
or Taxes, * divided the Aureus into two Parts, and 
being ſo divided, ſtiled them Semiſſes, or half Aurens's

_  - tho! they went in the Payment to the Emperor's 


Treaſury for whole Aureus s; and not content with 
this Abatement, he ſubdivided the Auręi into three 
Parts, and then they were ſtiled Tremi/es,. and would 
have lower'd them lower; but his Revenue and 
Payments out of it would not permit it. Now this 
dividing the Aureus, obliged him to alter it's Name, 
and give the old Aureus the new Title of Solidus, 
or a complete Aureus, to diſtinguiſh it from the 
 Semiſſes and Tremiſſes ; which whether any other of 
his Succeſſors coined in leſſer Pieces, than a com- 
pleat Solidus, I cannot now well call to Mind; but 
at laſt Solidus was the common Name for a Piece 
of current Gold, before Conſtantine came to the Em- 
pire; and that for the future they might be always 
of a certain Weight and Value, he order d LXXII 
to be coined out of a Pound, and 4 Solidi out of

I have almoſt now done, both with the Aurez, 
and Salidi, and old Roman Denarii, which before 
Conſtantine's Time, Gronovius thinks, were the onl 
Silver Coins called Milliarenſes; but afterwar 


as Gold, as well as Silver, encreaſed in Value, and 
became of more worth, in reſpect of Braſs, than 


formerly; inſtead of ſeven Denarii out of an Ounce 


of Silver, he cauſed x new Coin to be made, of 
which ſixty were coined out of the Pound, and 


five out of every Ounce of Silver; which there- 
fore changed the Denarii from 8 d. each, to five 
new Milliarenſes each, as far as I can reckon 


them to about XI d. 4. of our preſent Coin: 12 
of which later Milliarenſes anſwered to, or were 
computed at, the Value of one Solidus; which re-

duced theſe Solidi, or later Aurei to the Worth of

And though I ſhall not now take my laſt leave of 


thoſe Milliarenſes, yet it ſeems but very fit to 


give the Reader notice of how much Braſs anſwer- 
ed to theſe Milliarenſes: And this Gronovius tells 


us, was 24 Folles, or two Pounds of Braſs, made 
into thoſe 24 Folles, each being of the Weight of 


one Ounce; according to which Account five Mil- 


liarenſes, or an Ounce of Silver, was worth ten 


Pounds of Braſs, or in other Words CX X Ounces 


of Braſs, were worth no more than one Ounce of
